THE CURCULIO AND CODLING MOTH, 


THEIR HABITS, AND THE BEST MEANS OF PRE- 
VENTING THEIR RAVAGES UPON FRUITS. 
BY M. H. SIMPSON, 


Dear Str, —My attention has been called to 
examine the insects which are destructive to 
fruits, and to ascertain their habits, in conse- 
quence of being a sufferer for a number of years. 
As the information may be of use, I herewith 
submit the result of my experiments and obser- 
vations. There are only two insects which have 
caused me any trouble; the others are all easily

{resisting decay was believed to depend on the

Series 6.—Two hundred grains of each kiad 
of butter were kept liquified, by a moderate heat, 
in glass capsules ; the oily matter was taken up 
by bibulous paper, successively applied, as long 
as oo oily stain was perceptible ; the watery 
liquid which remained below the oily matt»r was 
evaporated, and the solid residue, after being 
well washed, squeezed between the folds of blot- 





the cream had risen from 54 to 63 deg. The 
butter milk was very poor, fit only for pigs. The 
butter, when well washed, and worked to separ- 
ate the watery part, weighed 1756.5 grains. 
The color and taste were very guod.* 


No. 4. Sour Milk and its Cream churned to- 
gether.—On the same day, 28¢h May, the milk 
1nd cream which had beeome acid were churned 
together, and half a pint of cold water was add- 
ed. It was fully fifty-seven minates before any 
batter appeared; and before the churning seem- 
ed to be completed, one hour and fifity minutes 
had elapsed. ‘This shows that much more time 
is required to churn milk and cream together, 
than to obtain the butter from eream alone. The 
butter was, in this instance, diffused in small 
grains, and when washed and worked as long as 
any color was communicated to the water, it 
weighed 1968 grains. Its color was rather paler 
than the last, but its flavor was good.t+

THE CURCULIO, 


The curculios commenced puneturing the fruit 
about the sixth of June, and deposited their eggs 
in full three-fourths of the apples, causing them 
to drop when very small, and to an equal extent 
ithe cherry and peach. The plums would have 
been all destroyed but for the means adopted: in 
saving them: this was by shaking the trees, the 
insect falling upon cotton cloth, extended over a 
frame, whieh I placed under the tree, and also 
by placing a frame over the tree, and extending 
worsted netting over it, whieh was sufficiently 
open to admit air and light.

Respecting the habits of this insect, I have no- 
ticed that they commence their attacks on the 


insect, which is perhaps as beautiful, under 
a microscope, as any production of the insect 
tribe. I again placed the cotton cloth in the 
erotch of the tree, and examined itin three weeks, 
aad found another encampment of them ia the 
same state, and hence concluded they were quite 
in my power with very little labor. The cloth 
shou'd be placed in the tree about the 25th of 
June, and should be examined every three weeks, | 
as it requires about this time to go through the | 
chrysalis state ; in one or two seasons they must 
be destroyed if this operation should be followed 
up. They find their silken web very readily at- 
tach to the little fibres of cotton, and by tying the 
cotton cloth to the tree the wind will! not disturb 
them. 

There is sti]] another insect which does some 
damage to the foliage and fruit of trees. The 

rfect insect isa long, dark slender fly, with 
ong feelers and two stearers behind; they were 
found on the trees as early as the 15th of March, 
mating ; they lay their eggs in the young bud ; 
as soon as it opeus, the egg hatches, and the | 
young larva commences eating the young leaves, | 
and curling them up, in which he makes his home. 
They are destroyed by applying the whitewash 
to the limbs of the tree. The whitewash also! 
kills a very destructive little insect, the eggs of | 
which are contained in little mussel shells, on the | 
bark of the apple and pear trees ; [a species of| 
coceus.—Ed.] I will communicate the effect of! 
syringing the trees with the wash before the buds 
break, in July, when the whole effect of the ex- 
periment will be known.

PARSNIPS SOWN IN THE FALL. 


Although it is out of season for sowing this 
crop now, it may not be amiss to suggest a few 
hints in regard to its cultare. We believe the 
time is coming when much more attention will 
be given to this root than is at present. Ve be- 
lieve it will be found advantageous to sow it late 
in the fall, so that its seeds may be among the 
first to start in the spring. The work will not 
only then be out of the way in the spring, but 


the crop itself will be much better in every res- ' 


pect. ey require, when sown in the spring, 
to be put in early, as they are a long time vege- 
tating ; bat if put into the earth in the fall, they 
will become prepared by the frosts ‘to start early. 
The winter, instead of injuring the seed, is an 
advantage to them. They should be sowed in 
rows wide apart so as to cultivate deeply and 
break up the soil that has been pressed down by 
snows and rains. 

Stevens, in his Book of the Farm, says that, 
according to Col. Le Couteur, the weight of a 
good crop varies from thirteen to twenty-seven 
tons per acre, (in the island of Jersey, in the 
Channel,) the latter quantity being sufficient to 
support twelve Jersey cows for six months, 

n this island they have been found to yield a 
heavier crop than the Altringham @arrot, in the 
ratio of eight handred and forty to two hundred 
and sixty-one. As the parsnip contains six per 
cent. more macilage than the carrot, the Colonel 
conceives that the difference is sufficient to ac- 
count for the superior fattening as well as buty- 
razeaus quality of the parsnip. The result of 
experiment there has shown that not only in neat 
cattle, but in the fattening of hogs and poultry 
the animals become fat much sooner, and are 
more healthy, than when fed-on any other root 
or vegetable, and that, besides, the meat fs more 
sweet and delicious. 

In our country there is ah advantage in the. 
parsnip: a part of them may be left in the ground 
all winter, and be dug in the spring. If they 
are ina place where the water will not stand 
upon them, the root is improved rather than in- 
jored by remaining in the ground all winter.— 
{Maine Farmer. 





LIGHT AND HEAT FROM WATER. 


The following is a specification published in 
the London Patent Journal (8th June). 

Joseph Pierre Gillard, a gentleman, in the Re- 
public of France, for certain improvements in 
the production of heat and light in general. 
Patent dated November 22, 1849—enrulled May 
22, 1850. 

The patentee’s invention consists in certain 
apparatus and processes for producing hydrogea 
gas, by the decomposition of water, and its ap- 
plication to heat and light. The means and pro- 
cesses by which he obtains this gas are: I. By 
the incandescency of iron. II. By carbon. 
Ill. By magnets. 

First—The means and purposes for obtaining 
hydrogen in decomposing water by inealescent 
ore. In retorts purposely constructed, and fit- 
ted up with iren tubes (enclosed in iron plates) 
or with iron chains, iron wire, or spirals of the 
same metal rendered incalescent, the patentee 
introduces steam from any generator whatever,— 
or he even produces steam by means of water 
injected into the retort. The oxygen of the 
water combines with the iron, and the hydrogen 
is condueted first into a refrigerant, and thence

Series 8.—On the 15th of November, we took, 
from the mixed milk of four cows, two portions 
of six English pints each, and set them aside in 
a milk house, the temperature of which ranged 
from 69 deg. to 58 deg.

They go through their chrysalis state in three 
weeks after going into the ground, and remain in 
a torpid state through the season anless the earth 
is disturbed. I produced ten of the perfect in- 
sects, which are litle black beetles, from the lar- 
ve, and fed them until the Ist of January with 
apple. The larve which were in the fruit were 
placed upon a surface of earth in a glass vessel, 
and after eating three weeks, they left the apple 
and bored their way into the earth to the depth 
of three or four inches, and there formed a little 
home, where they cast their skin, and in about 
three weeks the pertect beetle was formed ; they 
lay dormant in this state until I disturbed them ; 
some I took from the earth the Ist of August and 
others on the Ist of October. 

The mechanical peformance of this little beetle 
should not pass without notice. In making her 
nest and laying her eggs in the frait>she exhibits 
an instinct that is traly wonderfal,—with her 
snout or proboscis she punctures the fruit in the 
shape of a semi-circle, to the depth of one-tenth 
of an inch, upon an angle of about forty-five de- 
grees ; and then makes a horizontal punctore, 
directly under the skin, to the extent of one- 
tenth of an ineh; she then turns roand and de- 
posits her eggs, at the entrance of the horizontal 
puncture; after which she again turns round, 
and, with her proboscis, pushes home the eggs 
to the bottom of the last puncture, and 
the flesh of the plum against the skin, and holds 
it in this position about ten minutes, until the 
flesh and skin are knit together, for the purpose, 
as I suppose, of preventing the egg from rolling 
out, and also to protect it from a minute spider. 
The semi-cireular cut is made to provide for con- 
traction, as, if made straight, the skin would split 
and the egg roll out. 

The curculio flies a great distance, and their 
numbers are immense where there are plenty of 
fruit trees. It is evident, unless some means are 
taken to diminish them, tha: they will eventually 
take all the fruit. I know of no article that wiil 
scent them off. I placed a bottle of spirits of 
tar directly under three plums, and in a few days 
found the fatal puncture upon them. The egg 
hatches in from five to ten days, and the fruit 
may be saved by taking out the egg, but the ap- 
plication of white wasn, by syringing the fruit, I 
consider the most practicable, unless the experi- 
ment which I am now trying answers the pur-

To se rip or Rats. Moore's Rural New 
Yorker gives the following on Rats : 

Two years ago this month I came in posses- 
sion of the farm I now occapy. A good tenant 
had been on it for nine years; but [ found the 
barn infested with wharf rats without number. 
They destroyed more than 100 chickens in a 
month—the month of May. My boy counted 
127 that he fed at one time, and we did not suc- 
ceed in raising one. They would get into the 
mangers and eat with the horses. I thought 
them expensive—got somes good cats, but the 
tats were too strong for them. The cats would 
not attack the old ones. I then got two guns 
and set the carpenters who were at work in the 
barn to shooting them. They shot numbers 
every day for weeks, without effecting any ap- 
rent diminution. 

At length I took a large dry goods box, fixed 
one of the top boards on hinges, and made a hole 
in one end of the box large enough to admit a 
rat. In the opposite end of the box | placed a 
tin pan containing two quarts of Indian meal. 
The rats soon found their way to it, and I fed 
them about ten days—until they ate four quarts 
of meal a day.—I then filled the pan anew, and 

t two or three table-spoonsful of arsenic in 
it ;~—twenty-four hours after, and for the next 
six months, there was mot a rat to be seen about 
my arn.

torts, and over the surface of the coals, by means 
of one or more pipes in connection with a boiler, 
pierced with holes of a small diameter, like the 
spout of a water-pot; the contact of the steam 
produces hydrogen, carbonic acid, and a small 
quantity of oxide of carbon and other gases; 
these mixed gases pass off through the educt pipe 
into an epurator, when the carbonic acid is taken 
up, and the hydrogen passes off into the gasome- 
ter. The patentee observes that this apparatus 
for decomposing water is similar to that in which 
coal is distilled, differing, however, from it, as 
regards the steam tubes, the boiler, and the sys- 
tem of depositing the steam on the surface of 
the coals instead of passing it through them ; 
these points the patentee states to be new. The 
patentee also decomposes water by means of 
magnets, working with induct bobbins; the 
movements of each magnet on an axis, sets in 
motion all the bobbins, and as there is only one 
resistance of attractive action which is resisted 
by that of the opposite pole, it follows (states 
the patentee) that in communicating such force, 
I put in action a considerable number of mag- 
nets, by means of cogs, and transmission of me- 
chanical movements, the magnets decompose the 
water ;—pure hydrogen may be collected at one 
pole, and pure oxygen at the other, and stored 
in separate gasom-ters for use. 

The patentee’s improved process for render- 
ing hydrogen gas illuminating, is by causing a 
small jet of lighted hydrogen to pass through a 
burner (the holes very small) on a thin strip of 
plantinum wire, the threads being excessively 
fine, and of graduated section, proportioned to 
intensity of the pressure of the flame and the 
burning hydrogen,—a very powerful light is 
thus produced. The platinum threads are imme- 
diately heated to such whiteness that the lumin- 
ous is extraordinarily brilliant. Be- 
sides platinum, other unalterable and anoxidizible 
metals may be employed.—The wick must be of 
the shape necessary to agree with that of the jet 
of hydrogen,—it may be that of a cone, or any 
other figure, according to the size which the gas 
takes when it is allowed egress from the burner ; 
the wick must be made more or less strong, ac- 
cording to the greater or less intensity of the heat 
to which it is exposed. The burner and wick 
may be modified in their shape,—the patentee 
does not limit himself as regards the strength, 
the length, or the height of the wick, es 
the principle of his invention be retained. 

Process for heating melting furnaces for ores,

like a kiln, and filled up with coke, charcoal, 
pit-coa!, or other ligneous substances ; the pa- 
tentee causes a powerful draft to be maintained, 
at the same time that he injects steam; the hy- 
drogen and oxide of carbon which are produced 
together, are drawn out by means of a strong 
mechanical draft.—The melted ore in the furnace 
is more or less carburetted by the powdered coal 
thrown upon it, and this process is employed in 
paddling furnaces, in which carburation is easily 
effected by cementation, as well for pig iron as 
fur steel. The same hereinbefore described pro- 
cess is equally applicable to reverberatory far 
naces, for heating boilers and locomotives. The 
patentee heats boilers and locomotives by hydro- 
gen and oxide of carbon injected under the boil- 
ers in the locomotives with hot or cold air, by 
means of many small holes er divided and con- 
centric tubes set under the boilers, and he also 
injects hydrogen and oxide of carbon into the 
tubes of tubular boilers, Hy employing concentrie 
tubes, in which the air and gases of the tenders, 
which are purposely constructed as reservoire, 
are made to enter. The patentee constructs gas 
burners with double currents of air, that is to 
say, the airacting internally and externally on 
the flame; these burners have the advantage of 
preseating a large quantity of air or of oxygen 
to the combustion of the gas. The patentee 
does not confine himself to the precise detils in 
the construction of the apparatus or the precise 
mode of carrying out the processes described, 
provided the general features of the mechanical 
arrangements and processes for carrying out his 
invention be preserved ; but what he claims as 
his invention is— 

First—The production of hydrogen gas by 
the decomposition of water in furnaces and re- 
torts, serving to distil coal, as hereinbefore des- 
cribed. 

Secondly—The process for producing hydro- 
gen and a small quantity of oxide of carbon 
(carbonic oxide.) hereinbefore described. 

Thirdly—The illuminating by means of the 
electricity of magnets put in motion by any me 
chanical processes, as hereinbefore described. 

Fourthly—The process for producing hydro» 
gen and oxygen, by means of magnets, put in 
motion simultaneously, by any force whatever, 
the two gases being separately collected, as 
hereinbefore described. 

Fifthly—The means of rendering platinum 
and other unalterable and inoxidizable metals il- 
lumisating, by the combustion of hydrogen, or 
even of oxygen, as hereinbefore described, 

Sixthly—The means of rendering platinum 
and other unalterable and inoxidizable metals 
more or less illu:ninating by means of hydrogen, 
or of hydrogen and oxygen, or also of hydrogea 
and air united before, or at the place of combus- 
tion, as befure described. 

Seventhly—The process of illaminating, by 
heating platinum and other more oxidizable 
metals tg luminous white heat, by means of hy- 
drogen, burnt either alone, or combined with 
oxygen, as before described.

HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 








| Currant Jetty.—Place the currants in a 
stone or glass jar, and suspend this jar in a 
vessel of boiling water until the currants are in 
a condition to yield their juice readily ; then 
place them, while hot, in a bag, and press out 
the juice; add pure double-refined loaf sugar, 
and then boil until it jellies ; this point is as- 
certained by dropping a portion on a cold plate, 
and if it will hold fast with the plate upside 
down, it is done, and should be removed from 
the fire. Should any scum arise, it may be 
skimmed off. Put the jelly, while hot, into 
jars, and cover tightly. Our experiment last 
year resulted thus :—Twenty-seven quarts of 
currants gave twenty-nine pints of juice, and 
with twenty-nine pounds of double-refined sugar, 
gave eighteen and a half quarts of very superior 
currant jelly. Those who suppose that currant 
jelly can be made with common brown sugar, 
or even with inferior loaf sugar, will find them- 
selves without a market, as an inferior article 
cannot be sold. 





Buiackserry Syrur.—We are indebted to 
a friend for the following receipt for making 
blackberry syrup. This syrup is said to be al- 
most a specific for the summer complaint. In 
1832 it was successful in more than ome case of 
cholera, To two quarts of juice ot blackberries, 
add one pound loaf sugar, one-half ounce nut- 
megs, one-half ounce cinnamon, pulverised, 
one-half ounce cloves, one-fourth ounce allspice 
do. Boil all together for a short time, and 
when cold, add a pint of fourth proof brandy. 
From a teaspoonful to a wine glass, according 
to the age of the patient, till relieved, is to be 
given. 





Rasrserey Syavp.—To every quart of frait 
add a pound of sugar, and let it stand over night. 
In the morning, boil and skim it for half an 
hour; then strain it through a flannel bag, and 
pour it into bottles, which must be carefully 
corked and sealed. To each bottle add, if you 
please, a little brandy, if the weather is so warm 
as to endanger its keeping.

ANOTHER HEARING. 


The Transcript of Thursday evening gives the 
following report of another hearing before the 
Executive Council Committee on Pardons, in 
behalf of Prof. J. W. Webster and Daniel H. 
Pearson :— 
The time designated for the final presentation 
of petitions &e., in favor of Prof. Websier, hav- 
ing expired, another hearing was had to-day, 
commencing at five minutes before 11 o’clock. 
Lieut. Governor Reed, chairman of the Com- 
mittee, opened the hearing by asking Rev. Charles 
Spear, who advanced betore the Board, what 
course he intended to pursue ; at the same time 
stating that the Committee were sworn to obey 
the /aes of the Commonwealth, and therefore 
they did not wish to hear any arguments against 
therm. 
Mr. Spear replied that he had no intention of 
here pressing his views on the abstract question 
of the death penalty, but would present some in- 
dication of public sentiment in numerous quar- 
ters upon the case specially under considera- 
tion 

He then submitted the following petitions, 
many of which were drafted before the contes- 
sion of Prof. Webster, and all praying for a com- 
mutation of his sentence. One from Dorchester 
with 10 signatures ; Millbury, 66; Webster, 61 ; 
Swansey, 70; Chatham, (Cape Cod) 44; Fieh- 
burg, 38; Northampton, 36; one from Black- 
stone, signed by Dan Hill and 19 uthers, argu- 
ing strongly against capital punishment; New- 
port, R. 1. 4 signatures ; Rochester, N. H. 37 ; 
Root, Montgomery county, N. Y, 22; and one 
from Sacramento City, California, signed by 40 
persons fom the New England States, including 
the name of N. A. M. Dudley, J. L. L. F 
Warren and Richard &. Berry, formerly of this 
city, and also, it was stated, by the Attorney 
General of the District, but whose signature was 
so badly penned that it could not be made out. 
This last petition avowed the hightest_res- 
pect for the judge's charge and sentence of Prof. 
Webster, but believing him“ not a dangerous 
man to society,’ asked that he might be commut- 
ed to imprisonment for life. 
Mr. Jobo M. Spear presented two petitions 
from New York State, and the following from 
New England—the whole number of names being 
about 1000. From Weymouth, upwards of 300 
signatures; Salem, 11 ; Dorchester, 17; Low- 
ell, 49; Melrose, 41; Danvers, 15; Mil- 
ford, 64: Framingham, 3; Attleboro,’ 99 ; 
Springfield, 35 ; Barnstable 23 ; Nantucket, 70 ; 
( theupee, 83; Fall River, 67 ; Woonsocket, 103 
—the latter setting forth that circumstances since 
the trial convinced the petitioners that the crime 
committed was mans/aughter ; and in considera- 
tion of this, together with the condition of the 
prisoner's afflicted family, praying for his com- 
mutation. Signed by the Congregational, Bap- 
tist, Universalist and Catholic clergymen of the 
place, among ashers. 

Mr. J. Fiske Allen, of Salem, wishing to

J. M. Spear proceeded to say that he wished 
to state some facts which occurred in reference 
to the exeention.nf Washisgear Tien’ “remarked 
on the confession, as being no evidence of guilt, 
and referred with emphasis to the memorable 
case of the brothers Bourne, in Vermont, which 
was recently examined in the Transcript by the 
** Sexton of the Old School.’’ On the other 
side of the argument, the Bible and the spirit of 
humanity gave great weight to confessions 
Of the eight executed criminals in this State 
during the last 20 years, no one had thus con- 
fessed his crime. He trusted the /as¢ execution 
might have taken place. Shall it be said that 
the last man hung in Massachusetts was a pro- 
fessor of Harvard College ? 

Mr. Charles Spear next submitted some writ- 
ten remarks, as his final plea for the condemned. 
It dwelt warmly on the situation of the family 
of Prof Webster, in contrast with other crimin- 
als of this degree—on the uncertainty attending 
the fact of premeditated puilt—and contended 
that a commutation would satisfy not only jus- 
tice, but mercy, besides giving opportunity for 
the heavenly work of repentance. In conclusion 
he quoted a beautiful peroration of a plea by Mr. 
Crittenden of Kentucky, in defence of a murder- 
er, and also a case where Queen Victoria exer- 
cised the pardoning power. 

Mr. J. M. Spear produced a letter written by 
a brother of Daniel H. Pearson, doomed to be 
hung on Friday of next week, requesting that 
a medical examination of the prisoner might be 
made, to inquire into the present soundness of 
his miod. 

The Lieut Governor stated that this Commit- 
tee had no power in such a matter. 

Rev. Samuel Brimblecomb, of Grafton, Mass, 
next addressed the Committee. He wished to 
appear in behalf of a class of the community, 
who were too apt to be neglected, and of whom 
he reckoned hinself one—to wit. a Christian. 
Christians wished to take the best way to pre- 
vent crime, and their Master declared that mode 
to be, overcome evil with good. 

The power of kindness, be argued at some 
length, was superior to any we could exercise ; 
and as tothe case in hand, the large class to 
whom he had referred believed that justice and 
merey would be fully satisfied by a commuta- 
tion. 

Mr. Charles Spear now presented a petition 
from Fitchburg, asking for a reprieve of the 
sentence ot Pearson until such time as he should 
spiritually realize his condition. 

Mr. Spear and Rev. Mr. Edwards of this city, 
both represented that Pearson was as yet utterly 
heedless of his doom, and hoped the petition 
might be granted. 

Rev. Mr. Usher, of this city, advocated the 
delay of Prot Webster's execution till the peo- 
ple should pass upon the death penalty question 
at the fall election. He thought this would be 
but simple justice to all parties. 

The hearing closed at 10 minutes after 12, 
when the Council proceeded to other business. 
Time willbe taken to decide upon the above

INSTALLATION OF PRESIDENT FILL- 
MORE 
The Nationa! Intelligencer thus notices the 


ceremonies at the Capital in Washington :— 


At twelve o'clock, according ,to previous ar- 
rangement, the Senate entered” the Hall of the 
House of ives, the Speaker and 
members standing. Soon after, the Hon. Mil- 
jard Fillmore, View President of the United 
States, attended by a member of each House, 
entered the Halland wok a seat at the table of 
the Clerk of the House. After a brief pause he 
rose, and, in a clear and distinct voice, pro- 
nounced the oath of fidelity to the Constitution, 
and the act of 3 ion was complete. The 
profound silence of so great an assemblage of 
deeply concerned spectators, the ceremony, 80 
brief and so simple, yet so important in its con- 
sequences, national, political and personal, pre- 
sented an incident and a scene altogether Ameri- 
can. It was the incident of the day which prob- 
ably made kss impression than some others on 
American spectators, but was precisely that 
which is most calculated to attract the notice of 
fureigners. The death of the President being 
afinounced, a citizen, plainly attired, enters 
among the assembled Representatives of the 
Nation, walks up to the Clerk's desk, takes an 
oath on the Bible to support the Constitution of 
the United States ; heme by this brief ceremony 
he becomes, in an instant of time, invested with 
the command of the whole military force of a 
mighty empire, with the execution of its laws 
and the administration of its power. No one 
objects or dreams of objection—the act is acqui- 
esced in as a thing of course, and with the sub- 
mission that would be rendered toa law of na- 
ture. The sceptre of the people passes into his 
hands as quietly and as quickly as a power of 
attorney could be acknowledged before a justice 
of the peace. And yet, the thing itself was 
hardly thought of in connexion with the conse- 
quences. In some countries such a transfer of 
power would have cost streams of blood, and 
shaken the government to its very foundations. 
And why is it not so heret Beeause ours isa 
government of equal rights, anda government of 
laws ; and because our people are a law-abiding 
and a law-keeping people; because they know 
and feel that their own laws are the restraints 
which they themselves have placed on their own 
passions—and that it is only by obeying these 
laws that their equal rights can be maintained. 
May such ever be their spirit! If so, we may 
well say of the Republic, not ** esfo perpetua,” 
but ‘* est perpetua !”’

DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Wasuinorton, July 10. 


1 have just had some conversation with one of 
the physicians who attended the President, and 
from him I gather these facts. On Thursday, 
the 4th, he was in the hot sun two hours on the 
banks of the Potomac, listening to the 4th of 
July ceremonies there, where the Declaration of 
Independence was read, and Gen. Foote deliv- 
ered his oration. 
He then came home to dinner, and ate cucum- 
bers, cherries, and cabbage, to which he added a 
giass of milk. He always has been accustomed 
to eat such things, and his powers of digestion 
when in the army are said to be that of the os- 
trich. It was nothing remarkable for him there- 
fore to make such a dinner. During the night 
he began to have slight cholera morbus with 
nansea, but this did not alarm him, or his fam- 
ily, as he was sometimes subject to such attacks. 
No one thought of calling in a physician, and if 
one had been suggested, it is not probable that 
he would Lave hearkened to it. 
On Friday, the cholera morbus continued not 
alarming—bet no Physician was sent for. He
